Philip Booth (The Husband as Hero) received the Lamont Award 
for his first book of poems, Letter from a Distant Land, and more 
recently published The Islanders, a further collection. He teaches at 
Syracuse University, New York, where he is active in directing a 
writing workshop. 

Henri Coulette (The Blue-Eyed Precinct Worker) lives in South Pasa- 
dena, California, and teaches at Los Angeles State College. He has 
helped edit Midland, has contributed to The New Yorker, Mademoiselle, 
Hudson Review, and many others. 


James Dickey (Winter Trout) is a native of Atlanta, Ga., whose 
poems have been collected in Into the Stone (Scribner’s Poets of Today 
Series), Drowning With Others, and a new collection, He/mets, due in 
spring 1964. He has worked in advertising, is currently poet-in- 
residence at Reed College. 

Donald Hall (S/eeping), former poetry editor of The Paris Review and 
now an advisory editor, has published ten books. Exiles and Marriages 
and The Dark Houses contain his poems; String Too Short To Be Saved 
is an autobiography. This year he has been writing in Thaxted, 
England. 

Geoffrey Hill (.4 Prayer to the Sun, The Imaginative Life, History as 
Poetry) teaches in the University of Leeds. For the Unfallen, his first 
collection of poems, won wide critical acclaim on its appearance in 
1959. 

John Hollander (Making It) has written two books of poems, 
A Crackling of Thorns, the Yale Younger Poets series award winner 
for 1958, and more recently, Movie-Going (1962). The Uniuning of the 
Sky is a volume of criticism. He is on the faculty at Yale. 

Elizabeth Jennings (Planck’s Theory of Chance, Father to Son) has 
edited anthologies and written criticism; but is best known for four 
books of verse: Poems, A Way of Looking, A Sense of the World, and 
Song for a Birth or a Death. Her home is in Oxford. 

Donald Justice (Last Days of Prospero) received a Lamont award 
for his book of poems, The Summer Anniversaries. He continues to 
teach at the State University of Iowa and has recently edited the 
collected poems of Weldon Kees. 

X. J. Kennedy (Cross Ties) has published one book of poems, Nude 
Descending a Staircase. Currently poetry editor of The Paris Review, he 
teaches at Tufts to make ends meet. 

Robert Layzer (Leinbach’s Proof, The Little Mateb Girl) writes: 

“T haven’t published anything since 1957 when New Poets of England 
and America came out, the year I graduated from medical school. 
From 1960-62 I was in the U.S. Naval Medical Corps where I had 
the leisure to start writing again; the two poems were written 
then. I’m now back in a residency in neurology at the Neurological 
Institute of New York.” 

W. S. Merwin (Marica Lart, To Where We Are, From a Series) has 
published translations of Persius, El Cid, and Spanish ballads in 
addition to five collections of poetry. A new collection of poems, 
The Moving Target, has just been published by Atheneum. He has been 
living recently in France. 





Robert Mezey (You Could Say) received the Lamont award for his 
first book of poems, The Love Maker (1960). He has been teaching 
in Tennessee, California, and Ohio. 

Christopher Middleton (For a Future,) teaches at London Univer- 
sity. His collection of poems Torse 3 appeared in 1962 and was fol- 
lowed by an edition and translation done with Michael Hamburger, 
Modern German Poetry, 1910-1966. 


Robert Pack (Don’t Sit Under the Apple Tree) has published three 
collections of his poems, the latest being Guarded by Women. Pack has 
also written a critical study of Wallace Stevens, and co-edited the 
two New Poets of England and America anthologies. He is Associate 
in Poetry at Barnard College. 


Donald Petersen (Liedchen) has helped edit The Western Review, taught 
at the State University of New York, and been a contributor to 
numerous little magazines. A first book of his poetry, The Spectral 
Boy, will be published soon by Wesleyan. 

Adrienne Rich (Thirty-Three) lives in Cambridge, Mass., has children 
and last year published her third book of poems, Snapshots of a 
Daughter-in-Law. (Earlier titles: A Change of World, The Diamond 
Cutters.) Lately she has been translating some contemporary poems 
from the Dutch, a sample of which will shortly appear in The Paris 
Review, 


Louis Simpson (Lines Written Near San Francisco) has lately pub- 
lished his fourth book of poems, A# the End of the Open Road (Wes- 
leyan). It succeeds The Arrivistes, Good News of Death, A Dream of 
Governors; and a novel, Riverside Drive. Mt. Simpson lately spent a 
year on a Guggenheim fellowship, living on Riverside Drive. 


Charles Tomlinson (Jdy//) is the author of Seeing Is Believing; his 
second collection, A Peopled Landscape, has lately been published by 
Oxford. Recently he has been living in Albuquerque, New Mexico, 
and spent last summer on a ranch once inhabited by D. H. Lawrence. 
James Wright (Heritage) is most recently the author of The Bough 
Will Not Break (Wesleyan). His earlier collections were A Green Wall 
and Saint Judas. With Robert Bly he recently published a joint col- 
lection, The Lion’s Tail and Eyes, and a selection of translations from 
Trakl. He is teaching at the University of Minnesota.
